the max imum rate, is only in keeping 
with the general trend of the results 
of the last 
elections all 
over the 
State. If has been true in nearly ev­ 
ery instance, where 
elections have 
been held or will be held under the 
Proctor law, that the commissioners 
and the city councils have given tlhe 
saloons the limit—the max imum li­ 
cense fee and the smallest number 
possible f>er number of persons. E s­ 
pecially has that been true of cities 
in this section of the State, in which 
local people are interested to sojne 
ex tent. 
Connersville is the only city 
where the saloons have not been re­ 
stricted to as great a degree as the 
law provides. 
The Hancock county commission­ 
ers took action Tuesday , limiting the 
number of saloons that may operate 
in Greenfield to one saloon for each 
one thousand inhabitants. 
In case 
Greenfield should 
vote wet 
at the 
election March 28 , only five saloons, 
could operate there according to the 
last census figures, under the action. 
The council has 
already made the 
license fee $500. 
The Bartholomew county commis­ 
sioners y esterday afternoon limited 
saloons to one for each 1.000 popula­ 
tion im Bartholomew county . 
This 
action limits Bartholomew county to 
24 or 25 salootis and limits tllic city 
of Columbus to nine establishments. 
Assuming that saloons will bo baek in

council there Monday night intro­

Thouplh the session of the Greens­ 
burg city council was short Monday

Besides calling an election y ester­ 
day , the Henry county commission­ 
ers fix ed the number of saloons at 
one for every thousand persons in 
New Castle. 
The New Castle city 
council has also decided that the sa­ 
loon license fee shall be fhe max imum 
under the Proctor restrictive law. 


Connersville is the only ex treme in

A fter much discussion acrid a rath ­ 
er lengthy session the city council 
last night suspended the rules and 
amended ordinance No. 25, so as to 
make the saloon license 
fee 
read 
$500 instead of $250. 
The ordinance wthich was amended 
is an old one. having been passed by 
the city in 18 9 9 . 
It is the city law 
under which the 
saloons 
formerly 
operated. 
The 
section 
which was 
changed called for a license of $250 
and the council took 
advantage of 
the new Proctor law and placed the 
fee at the highest possible amount. 
This, means tlhat a license will cost 
in ajl $7 00, $200 of which goes to the 
county . 
The ooimcil was very 
anx ious to 
regulate the saloons as they thought 
perhaps the county 
commissioners 
would grant the 
licenses today and 
if they should it 
was 
their 
last 
chance. 
The crty attorney read an 
ordinance he had prepared. 
It call­ 
ed for a $500 license fee. 
The pro­ 
posed, ordinance was very strict.. In 
one of the sections the business dis­ 
trict of the city was to he defined and 
the saloons limited to this 
portion 
only . ^Jhe proposed boundary lines 
for the business district were dis­ 
cussed. 
One of the lines named was 
as follows: 
Third street from Mor- 
to Perkins: 
Perkins from Third to 
the first alley south of F irst: 
this 
alley west to M organ; 
then up to 
Third street. 
Another section of tlhe proposed 
ordinance was the 
defining of the 
kind of room the saloon should be lo­ 
cated in. 
The room was to have no 
rear or side entrance and should be 
only <« ne room. 
There was to be no 
stairs or shafts 
leading 
from the 
room. 
The penalty as fix ed by the 
proposed ordinance was left blank 
for the council to fill. 
A discussion 
arose as to this point. 
Councilman 
Parsons was in 
favor of a heavy 
fine for the first and all offenses. He 
would ¡have tlhe penalty fix ed at $50 
and 30 day s in jail for the first .of­ 
fense and on up to $500 fine and six 
months in jail for ojher offenses. 


City Attorney 
Rnrrett 
told the 
members that all the provisions of 
the ordinance had stood the tests of 
the supreme court and were all valid. 
Councilman Kelly was 
opposed to 
taking any action as he wanted to 
see a copy of the new law. 
All a r­ 
gument failed to move Kelly and he 
stood firm. 
It was brought out that 
if the commissioners granted licenses 
today , then it would be too late for 
tlhe 
council to 
pass a 
regulative 
measure, as tlhe saloon 
applicants 
have, o f course, all given their loca­ 
tion. 
Mr. Kelly said he wanted to 
act fair in the m atter 
and advised 
the gouncil to take no steps unwar­ 
ranted.

Following is a su mmary of 
the most imp ortent p rov isions of the 
bill: 
No brewer or any brewing com­ 
p any shall own or hav e any interest 
whatev er in any saloon established 
u nder the p rov isions of the act ; ap ­ 
p licant mu st state in his ap p lication 
that he has not receiv ed any gift of 
money or any consideration 
what­ 
ev er from any firm or corp oration to 
be u sed in the condu ct of the saloon 
and al| statements in the ap p lication 
mu st be sworn to by the ap p licant. 
The nu mber of licenses which may 
be granted in any city or township is 
limited to one to each 5 00 inhabi­ 
tants.

If a saloon is es­ 
tablished ou tside of any city or town, 
more than two miles from a town or 
more than fou r miles of a city of the 
first or second class, or more than 
two miles of any other city , the su m 
of $5 0 shall be paid for su ch license. 
The hou rs of closing is 12 o’clock , 
midnight, in cities of the first and 
second classes; 
in other cities the 
closing hou r is fix ed at 11 o’clock . 
For any v iolation of the closing law 
a fine from $10 to $5 0 is prov ided, 
with an op tional jail or work hou se 
sentence of not more than six ty day s. 
Boards of cou nty 
commissioners 
are mandated to rev ok e a license if 
the holder thereof is conv icted of a 
felony within the w ar p receding; if 
conv icted of break ing the laws in the 
restraint of lewdness, of grossly im­ 
moral or otherwise u nfit to condu ct a 
saloon; 
if lie has, within the two

BALLINGER TRIBUTE 


Victim 
ot 
An 
Unscrupulous 


Conspiracy, He Says. 


Washington, March 8.—Richard A. 
Ballinger of the state of Washington 
will be su cceeded as secretary of the 
interior in the Taft cabinet by Walter 
L. F i'her of Illinois. 
Annou ncement 
o f Mr. Ballinger’s resignation and the 
ap p ointment of Mr. Fisher as his su c­ 
cesso r has been made at the White 
Ho use. Mr. Ballinger will qu it the 
Interio r dep artment immediately u pon 
the qu alification of Mr. Fisher, who, 
according to statements made by the 
White Hou se officials, will be indu cted 
into office within the week . 
Mr. Ballinger’s retirement mak es 
the first break in the Taft cabinet. 
Althou gh it has been k nown for a 
long time that Ballinger had no inten­ 
tion of retaining the interior p ortfolio 
u ntil the end of the administration, 
the annou ncement of the resignation 
at this time came as a su rp rise to of­ 
ficial and political Washington. 
The annou ncement of Ballinger’s 
resignation came ou t in the form 
o f 
corresp ondence that had p assed be­ 
tween the p resident and the secretary 
of the interior. Mr. Taft’s letter ac­ 
cep ting the resignation is t>ne of the 
warmest docu ments ev er p rep ared at 
the White Hou se. 
At the conclu sion 
o f a tribu te to Mr. Ballinger’s serv ice 
for the administration, the p resident 
wrote this observ ation: 
“I do not hesitate to say that y ou 
hav e been the object of one of the 
most u nscru p u lou s consp iracies of the 
defamation of character that history 
can show.” 
The official corresp ondence shows 
that Secretary Ballinger handed a let­ 
ter of resignation to President Taft on 
Jan. 19. The p resident refu sed to ac­ 
cep t it at that time, su ggesting that 
the m atter be p u t ov er in any ev ent 
u ntil congress bad adjou rned. 
Mr. 
Ballinger ascribed ill-health as his 
reason for desiring to retire.

Indianapo lis Marph 8 .—An interest­ 
ing questio n which is engaging the 
attentio n o f atto rney s interested in 
liquo r regulatio n has arisen o v er what 
to so me appears to be a co nflict be­ 
tween the renewal clause in the Pro c­ 
to r liquo r regulatio n bill and the Co rr 
amendment to the Pro cto r lo cal o ptio n 
measure, which pro v ides that fo r the 
purpo ses o f the o ptio n act all applica­ 
tio ns fo r renewal o f licenses shall be 
co nsidered the same as new applica­ 
tio ns fo r licenses. 
At first glance 
so me atto rney s hav e said that the 
Co rr amendment wo uld o perate to 
giv e bo ards o f co unty co mmissio ners 
greater o ppo rtunity to reduce the 
number o f ex isting salo o ns in wet ter­ 
rito ry to o ne to ev ery 5 00 po pulatio n, 
o r, if they cho se, o ne to ev ery 1 ,000, 
irrespectiv e o f the clause in the regu­ 
latio n measure, which pro v ides that 
no perso n ho lding a license when the 
regulatio n measure went into effect 
shall be depriv ed o f his license be­ 
cause o f the restrictiv e measure as 
co ncerns po pulatio n. 
The Co rr amendment thro wing re­ 
strictio ns abo ut renewals, it has been 
po inted o ut, wo uld prev ent many re­ 
newals, and thus w'o uld tend to reduce 
the number o f salo o ns to the ratio 
fix ed by law. 
It has been po inted o ut also that if 
the o ptio n act was signed befo re the 
regulativ e measure the renewal pro v i­ 
sio ns o f the regulativ e measure wo uld 
repeal tho se o f the o ptio n act and v ice 
v ersa. 


A Qu estio n o f Preced en ce. 


Bo th the hills were signed o n the 
same afterno o n by the go v erno r and 
bo th were depo sited with the secre­ 
tary o f state at the same time. 
The 
reco rds in the o ffice, ho wev er sho w 
that the regulatio n measure immedi­ 
ately preceded the o ptio n measure in 
the repo rt to the senate and o n the 
receipt signed 
by the secretary o f 
state. 
It is held by so me attorney s that 
the phrase in the option law, * for 
the 
purposes of this act,” will prevent the 
operation of the option measure to 
reduce the number of saloons in any 
wet center. The only means by which 
the number of saloons can be reduced, 
it is held, will he by holders of licenses 
| going out of business*of their own ac­ 
cord without disposing 
of their li­ 
censes, or by the refusal of the county 
commissioners to renew licenses for 
any of the conditions set out in the 
regulative measure, such as failure to 
qualify as a citizen, failure to qualify 
under the clause regulating the issu­ 
ance of persons convicted of a felony , 
or failure to qualify under the clause 
regulating the issuance or renewal of 
licenses to persons convicted of viola­ 
tion of the state liquor laws. 


Go v erno r Flo o ded With Inquiries. 


It seems that the impression 
has 
gone abroad over 
the state that under 
the Corr amendment a board of co unty 
commissioners can summarily reduce 
the present number o f saloons in any 
wet center to the limit prescribed 
by 
the regulation measure, hut 
Senato r 
Pro cto r, author of both measures, say s 
that this is an erroneous 
belief, and 
that such reduction cannot 
he made. 
A great many letters have been receiv ­ 
ed at thd o ffice of the go v erno r in­ 
quiring which o f the bills was first 
signed, the purpose of 
writers, it is 
said, being to inv o ke the Corr amend­ 
ment to reduce the number o f salo o ns, 
1 if po ssible. 
No ne o f the atto rney s appro ached 
with the questio n wo uld v enture an 
o pinio n o n the matter, all say ing that 
they had no t studied the two measures 
fully . 
Mo st o f them were inclined to 
the belief, ho wev er, that the phrase, 
“ fo r the purpo ses o f this act,” as co n­ 
tained in the o ptio n law, wo uld pre­ 
clude its o peratio n to reduce the num­ 
ber o f ex isting salo o ns. 


Ad d itio n al Bills Sig n ed . 
Tho ugh the go v erno r was well up 
with the assembly in the matter o f 
signing bills when the legislature ad­ 
jo urned Mo nday night, a number o f 
bills remained o v er. 
The fo llo wing 
ho use hills hav e since been signed: 
Giv ing the state bo ard o f tax co m­ 
missio ners po wer to establish v alues 
o f ex press co mpany sto ck fo r assess­ 
ment purpo ses; pro v iding fo r remo n­ 
strances in street, alley and sidewalk 
impro v ements; establishing the right 
o f heirs to pro perty after absence o f 
o wner fo r fiv e co nsecutiv e y ears; reg­ 
ulating the issuance o f scho o l bo nds 
in cities o f 1 00,000 po pulatio n o r mo re;

diana today . 
Tlhe return of the saloon to India­ 
na communities under the new brew­ 
ery and distillery -made law, which 
automatically made ev ery 
inch 
of 
soil in Indiana “dry ” counties “wet.” 
will only serv e to hasten the day of 
wrath, and increase ithe v olume of 
sentiment for the comp lete ex termin­ 
ation of the saloon, and of the manu­ 
facture and sale of liquor, from the 
State of Indiana. 


p ublicans will make it an issue. Un­ 
der the old law the v ote of the tem­ 
p erance rural class nullified the v ote 
of the city saloon class; under the 
new law the rev erse is the result. 
There were two factors p rominent 
in the local op tion elections and both 
op erated to defeat the dry s. In many 
of the cities the men who had worked 
and v oted for local op tion two y ears 
ago were indifferent to the result this 
week. 
They wanted » the Democratic 
p lan to be worked out fully , and 
would not interfere to p rev ent this 
consummation. 
Another class, equally moral, had 
become disgusted with the illicit sale 
of liquor in dry territory 7 and the re­ 
fusal of the officers to enforce the 
law.

The elections under tlhe new ci'ty 
and township local op tion law hav e 
been disap p ointing both to the liquor 
element and the temp erance adv o­ 
cates. 
That such cities as Rushv ille, 
Noblesville, Connersv ille, Greenoas- 
tle, Marion and Kokomo should be 
able to decide the sale of liquor by 
majorities of less than 200 was a 
surp rise, for these elections show 
how ev enly the p eop le are div ided up ­ 
on tthe question and demonstrate that 
the struggle will be a continuing one.

Neighbors to the South. 


W ashington, March 8.—Under the 
pretext of holding joint army and 
navy maneuvers, the United States 
has undertaken a formidable m ilitary 
demonstration for the protection of 
American and other foreign properties 
in Mexico. 
This is the only logical 
inference that can be drawn from or­ 
ders which have suddenly been is­ 
sued by the war departm ent sending 
20,000 troops, or two-thirds of the reg­ 
ular army now in the United States, 
to the Mexican border. In addition to 
these troops, 2,000 marines, practical­ 
ly all the m arines on the Atlantic 
coast, are under orders to proceed im­ 
mediately to Guantanamo, which is 
within striking distance of Mexico, 
and the Fifth division of the Atlantia 
fleet, consisting of five fast cruisers 
and auxiliaries, are sailing for the port 
of Galveston. 
This mobilization of troops in the 
departm ent of Texas is the largest 
that has taken place in this country 
since the Spanish war, and if designed 
for mere maneuver purposes, is un­ 
precedented in many of its character­ 
istics. 
The call for troops includes detach­ 
m ents from every im portant military 
post in the United States. 
Many of 
these detachm ents are already under 
way, and it is expected to have the 
entire force in Texas, at Guantanamo 
and San Diego, Cal., within five days. 
Officials of the war and navy depart­ 
ments will acknowledge no reason for 
this extraordinary military display ex­ 
cept a desire to conduct joint maneu­ 
vers. Their statem ents, however, are 
entirely unconvincing and lacking in 
all details which have invariably been 
given out on previous occasions of 
arm y and navy maneuvers. They are 
generally accepted here as mere sub­ 
terfuge to cover the real purpose of 
the movement. 


Ambas s ador W ils on’s Report. 
This sudden demonstration follows 
conferences which Henry Lane Wil­ 
son, United States 
am bassador to 
Mexico, has had here for two days 
with officers of the state department. 
He made a gloomy statem ent of con­ 
ditions in Mexico. 
It is understood 
that he was pessimistic over the ex ­ 
tent of the revolution in Mexico and 
the ability of the Diaz government to 
suppress It. 
The Mexican revolution 
has now been in progress for several 
months, and President Diaz has failed 
to check it with the energy that his 
hand has displayed on form er occa­ 
sions. 
These circumstances, together 
with contingencies that might arise 
In the event of Diaz’s death, were care­ 
fully considered in the conferences 
between the state departm ent officials 
and Mr. Wilson. 
The United States interests in Mex­ 
ico have been estimated as high as 
$1,500,000,000, and the protection of 
these interests would alone account 
for the proposed mobilization of troops 
if the officials of this government were 
convinced for a moment that the Mex­ 
ican government might not be able 
to cope with the situation. 
There is, 
however, another consideration which 
likely influenced the president and the 
state departm ent to make this for­ 
midable demonstration. Great Britain 
also has extensive railroad and mining 
interests in Mexico, and there is prac­ 
tically no doubt that that government 
has communicated through the British 
ambassador with the state departm ent 
In regard to steps taken for the pro­ 
tection of the interests of foreigners 
in Mexico. 
The British government, 
keeping within its policy to avoid en­ 
tanglem ents on this side of the Atlan­ 
tic which might involve the Monroe 
doctrine, has, it is understood, con­ 
sulted with the W ashington authori­ 
ties in regard to the situation in Mex­ 
ico. The British government undoubt­ 
edly informed the state departm ent, 
however, that It m ight feel obliged to 
look after the interests of its own sub­ 
jects if the United States could not 
extend protection 
to foreigners 
in 
Mexico. 
The general impression in 
W ashington is that the attitude of the 
British government has had a good 
deal to do with the sudden decision 
on the part of the war and navy de­ 
partm ent officers to undertake exten­ 
sive maneuvers near the Mexican bor­ 
der. 


Soldiers Keenly Interes ted. 
No attem pt is made by any govern­ 
ment officers to conceal the fact that 
this government is confronted by a 
serious situation in Mexico. 
Many 
facts in connection with the movement 
of troops are inconsistent with the 
statem ent of the arm y and navy de­ 
partm ents that a mere joint maneu­ 
ver is the purpose of the shifts. 
For 
one thing, it was learned 
that the 
troops are 
equipped with 
ball car­ 
tridges, which are not used in war 
games or maneuvers.

place, thirty-six companies of coast

ice as infantrymen. 
These coast ar­ 
tillerymen have been taken from the 
defenses about New York and Hamp­ 
ton Roads, the two most im portant 
points of defense on the Atlantic coast. 
Furtherm ore, it is unprecedented to 
hold maneuvers at this time of the 
year. 
Usually army maneuvers and 
also joint army and navy maneuvers 
are held in midsummer, when the mil­ 
itia also can participate. 
In the pro­ 
posed maneuvers in Texas the militia 
will have no part. 
There is still another consideration 
whieh is inconsistent with the maneu­ 
ver theory. All of the army and navy 
standing appropriations are at a low 
ebb. 
The mileage appropriation is 
particularly low and the funds for the 
next year will not be available before 
July 1. 
For the war departm ent un­ 
der these circumstances to undertake 
the sudden movement of forces from 
remote parts of the country to the 
Mexican border for the mere purpose 
of exercise is regarded as extraordi­ 
nary. 
The quarterm aster’s appropria­ 
tion for the present year is also run­ 
ning low' and it is practically certain 
that the movement of such a large 
body of men into Texas will result In 
the creation of a deficit which will 
have to be supplied by a Democratic 
house of representatives. 
The total force of troops in Texas 
when fully mobilized will be about 
four times as large as the force land­ 
ed in Cuba during the second military 
intervention which ended in 19 07.

El Paso, March 8.—Armed interven­ 
tion by the United States in Mexico 
to restore normal conditions in the 
republic is all the talk along the bor 
der following the issuing of orders for 
the 
mobilization 
of 
20,000 
United 
States troops from different parts of 
the country at points in Texas. 
Amer­ 
icans can see no other meaning to it. 
It was officially declared last week 
that the border is amply patrolled, 
and it is known that the additional 
regiments ordered to Texas are not 
needed in preventing insurrecto sym­ 
pathizers from ’ crossing the border 
into Mexico. 
Observers believe that 
this mobilization of troops ht San An­ 
tonio, in addition to the brigade sta­ 
tioned there, means armed interven­ 
tion in Mexican affairs. 
Nobody believes that this sudden 
mobilization has been decided upon 
merely as an arm y maneuver, not 
even 
army 
officers. 
They merely 
smile and cough behind their hands. 
An American official said: 
“That 
statem ent 
from 
the W hite 
House 
would do credit to Enrique Creel down 
In Mexico.” 


Did Diaz S tart It? 
The rebel officers have oftén made 
the statem ent that if they could be 
guaranteed 
a 
fair 
election 
under 
United States 
supervision, such as 
Cuba had received, they would lay 
down their arms. 
It is believed that 
the fighting would stop within two 
weeks after the United States took 
charge. 
Americans here think that 
Diaz has let it be known that he is 
willing to have United States inter­ 
vention, and that with the knowledge 
that it is satisfactory to the insur­ 
rectos, this government is about to 
act in the interest of restoring peace. 
Should such intervention come, as it 
has been predicted by men familiar 
with affairs in Mexico, it will probably 
be at the request of the Mexican gov­ 
ernment. 
Mexico has allowed armed 
forces to tie up the railroads in the 
northern 
portion 
of 
the 
republic. 
American interests in Mexico have 
been interfered with and in many 
cases mining properties and other de­ 
velopment enterprises have been crip- 
pld because of the rebel activity. An 
international phase of the situation 
has also developed. The Mexico North­ 
western 
road, 
the Madera 
Lumber 
company and its large holdings in Chi­ 
huahua are owrned by the Pearson syn­ 
dicate, with Canadian and English cap­ 
ital. The Northwestern line has been 
out of commission for more than a 
month, Madera mills have been unable 
to ship supplies because of the insur­ 
recto movements near there, and the 
great Pearson enterprises have been 
hampered since the trouble first start­ 
ed. Dr. F. S. Pearson has reported the 
situation to his associates in London. 
This doubtless has been repeated to 
the British foreign office. 
The idea 
of the Monroe doctrine is that the 
United States cannot allow European 
powers to interfere in the affairs of 
the countries to the 
south of the 
United States. Since this is true it is 
held that the United States is bound 
by the doctrine to preserve peace and 
protect 
foreign 
interests 
In 
these 
countries.

Omaha, Neb., March. 8.—That the 
mobilization of troops and warships 
in Texas and the gulf is not simply 
for maneuvers, but really means hos­ 
tilities of some sort is the belief of 
General Frederick H. Smith, command­ 
ing officer of the departm ent of Mis­ 
souri w'th headquarters in Omaha. 
Gen. Smith says: 
“It is one of the most gigantic move­ 
ments ever undertaken so suddenly 
In times of peace and I believe there 
is something beside practice mobili­ 
zation in it. 
“One m atter which tends towards 
this opinion is in the order received 
this morning to revoke all leaves of 
absence granted to officers w'hieh were 
to take effect ip the next few months, 
and to order all officers to return to 
their commands.” 
The same opinion, expressed by 
other officers at headquarters, is that 
it is a hostile move, either to take the 
offensive, or to repel a foreign force.
